Frederal prohibition agents are still seeking 
the owner of the still which was destroyed 
last Saturday at a farm in West Andover 
From Andover police it was learned that the 
man had been on the scene of the fire but had 
fled when the Federal agents from Lowell 
arrived on the scene. The building is owned 
by Frank Babecki, High Plain road 

Federal Agent James Hogan of Lowell 
visited the scene shortly after the fire had 
been extinguished and viewed the premises 
with Police Chief Frank M. Smith, Fire Chief
